TOPICS OF THE DAY 


A FIVE-YEAR PLAN OF BUILDING. 


HE Minister of Health’s recent speech at Manchester 
(reported in our last issue), which has since been 
amplified by the statement printed on page 950 this 
week, contained the germ of a proposal which is of the 
very highest importance to the building trade and 
national welfare alike. It is, in fact, the first step 
towards the ideal of a planned building programme, 
which is considered by experts in the industry to be 
the only method under our present economic system 
of introducing a stabilising factor into building trade 


turnover. ; 

The Minister’s proposal, which it is difficult to dis- 
sociate from the campaign towards that end undertaken 
over several years by the Building Industries’ National 
Council, is, in short, that local authorities shall under- 
take a survey of their probable capital expenditure 
during the next five years and submit to him and to the 
appropriate Government Departments a programme of 
the capital works which they would propose to carry 
out in that period. The Minister points out that it is 
only by such means that authorities can take a reasonably 
long view of their future requirements and that under 
such a system a programme of capital works can be 
arranged in order of priority. 


We shall be surprised if local authorities do not rally 
with enthusiasm to the Minister’s call. Such a scheme 
must be centrally controlled and, provided that the 
Government are scrupulous in sanctioning works in 
priority of importance (in which the degree of local 
unemployment will be taken intg consideration, we 
imagine, as well as the urgency of the actual work), we 
think that a most useful means of stabilising conditions 
in industry generally and in their own locality particu- 
larly is thus being placed in local authorities’ hands. 
This may involve the setting up of a datum of employ. 
ment in each district, on which subject a B.I.N.C. 
report is available. An integral part of the plan is 
the provision of machinery for the immediate acquisition 
of necessary lands, for which the Minister is prepared, 
in approved cases, to sanction loans. ‘ 


The scheme will undoubtedly also have the approval 
and support of the various branches of the building 
industry, in particular from architects and allied pro- 
fessions—whose assistance in the technical preparation 
of schemes will be most necessary—and from the 
operatives, who may well expect that stabilisation of 
turnover will result in a lesser degree of fluctuation 
In demand for operatives’ services. The scheme will, 
we think, be well received by employers and by materials 
manufacturers, to whom a stabilising factor in the 
industry can be only beneficial. 


We do not wish it to be inferred from this proposal 
that the industrial troubles of the building trade‘are at 
an end. The present limit of local authorities’ annual 
capital expenditure is not more than £300,000,000, 
which, as compared with the national income of 
£4,500,000,000, is far from being a controlling amount. 
The importance is not that .it may eliminate speculation 
(this we doubt if it could ever do) but that controlled 
building on such a plan as proposed will act as a stabil- 
ising factor at a source on which the national stream of 
Prosperity so largely draws. Private enterprise will 
not be hindered, but rather encouraged, by this plan. 


The progress of this scheme and its administration 
will be closely watched. If the measure of success for 
which. we look is achieved, we hope it may be extended 
to that other great source of construction—the work 


controlled by Government departments—and also to 
see the five-year plan extended to a permanency. 
Whether or not that might result in the establishment 
of a Ministry of Building—a department which many 
in the building industry would like to see—must remain 
for the present in the realms of speculation. ae 


To end, reference must be made to the courage and 
foresight of Sir Kingsley Wood in taking a step 
which might well be applied to industries other than 
the building trade. That trade will, no doubt, realise 
the debt it owes to its National Council in so ably pressing 
its claims to a successful conclusion. : 


THE ARCHITECTS’ BENEVOLENT SOCIETY 


fe E Architects’ Benevolent Society is drifting to- 

wards the rocks.”’ These were the opening words 
of Mr. Goodhart-Rendel, P.R.I.B.A., in speaking at the 
annual meeting of the Society, a report of which 
appears elsewhere in this issue. Unless more support is 
received, the Society will be overdrawn by £1,000 at the 
end of the year. Many architects subscribe all they can 
to the fund ; many more give comparatively small sums ; 


and it is unnecessary to add that all contributions, 


whatever their size, are gratefully received. But there 
remain a great number of architects who contribute 
nothing at all. As the President pointed out, if each 
non-subscribing member of the Institute and its Allied 
Societies were to give as little as half-a-crown, the 
Society’s income from subscriptions would be more 
than doubled. There must be literally thousands of 
architects who would readily make so modest a con- 
tribution ; and many, no doubt, knowing the real need 
of the Society, would be prepared to give a much 
larger amount. The fact that ‘an architect is not a 
member of the Institute nor of one of its Allied 
Societies is no hindrance to the support of so ad- 
mirable an institution as this. 


With an increase in the applications for relief and a 
growing deficit, the position of the Society is a grave 
one and a source of serious anxiety to. those responsible 
for its administration. We are.convinced that the facts 
have only to be known to ensure the remedy. Contribu- 
tions should be sent to the Secretary, Miss B. N. Solly, 
66, Portland-place, London, W.1. 


“WET TIME’’ INSURANCE: A SOCIAL REFORM. 


Wer must be regarded as a great step forward 
towards the establishment of decent building 
conditions for operatives has been assured by the result 
of the ballot by which the trade unions in the building 
industry have given their approval to the proposed 
scheme of supplementary insurance against loss of 
employment, and wages, through inclement weather. 
It must be emphasised that the system of supplementary 
insurance (which is explained in greater detail on 
page 969) is not yet an accomplished fact, since the 
Minister of Labour must take the steps prescribed by 
statute to ascertain the views of employers and _opera- 
tives who are not in the organisations ‘which are pro- 
moting the scheme.. In any case, the payment of 
benefits cannot begin for ‘twelve months yet, as a 
financial nucleus has to be built up, but the acceptance 
by the unions must be taken as a virtual clinching of 
what has been. described as one of. the greatest, reforms 
ever introducéd*in the industry—on. which those. who 
have negotiated the agreement on behalf of the .em- 
ployers and operatives deserve the fullest credit.

Tithe 
Barns. 

A nore in the Quarterly Report of the 
S.P.A.B. calls attention to the destruction 
of tithe barns. During the past twelve 
months the Society has had notice of 
several fine examples which are 
threatened with mutilation or with com- 
plete destruction. It is possible by now 
that the. Great Barn at Widdington 
(known to many of those» fortumate 
collectors of Sir George Clausen) is 
stripped of its ancient tiles. A small four- 
teenth-century barn near White Roding 
was pulled down a few months ago, and 
its timbers used to embellish the Tudor 
cocktail bar of a neighbouring road- 
house. Some of these cases are as sad 
for their owners as for anyone else to con- 
template: for without funds or consider- 
able outside interest to raise them, many 
of these magnificent buildings must inevit- 
ably fall into decay and complete ruin. 

There is an opportunity, it is stated, for 
an active member to consider the forma- 
tion of a section of the Society—something 
after the fashion of the Windmill Section 
—which would be able to devote itself ex- 
clusively to the interests of these build- 
ings. Many of thém, with very little 
adaptation, can be made to serve a useful 
purpose once more.

Air-raid Precautions 
in Buildings. 

CommanperR E. J. Hopsou, C.B., In- 
spector of Air-Raid Precautions, recently 
opened at Charing Cross Station an ex- 
hibition of methods of air-raid precau- 
tions in buildings, including shelters. In 
various materials the exhibits include a 
full-size living-room treated in accordance 
with Home Office suggestions. Practically 
every known material and appliance for 
protection against gas may be seen at this 
exhibition, and life-size figures wearing 
gas-masks are shown. The room has been 
arranged in consultation with the 
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A.R.P. Department of the Home Office, 
carried out in accordance with the in- 
structions in the Home Office publica- 
tion, “‘ Protect Your Homes against Air 
Raids.” The exhibition has been arranged 
and organised by the Building Centre, and 
remains open at Charing Cross up to May 
21. No charge is made for inspection.

Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England : Annual General Meeting. 

Tue annual general meeting of the 
Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England was held last week. at the 
RiI.B.A. Lord Crawford and Balcarres 
presided. Colonel W. P. Hume stated 
that 15 acres at the bottom of the Devil’s 
Punch Bowl at Hindhead had been sold 
for development, but the purchaser had 
expressed willingness to accept £2,000 for 
it, and arrangements were being made for 
the collection of the necessary money. 

Sir Philip Sassoon, M.P. (First Com- 
missioner of Works), said the Office of 
Works was the greatest single building 
authority in Great Britain, and the prob- 
lem of preserving the amenity of the 
countryside was always before them. With 
regard to the unrivalled beauty of our 
countryside, the speaker said that in their 
efforts to preserve the heritage which a 
favoured past had handed down, they 
could always count on the sympathy and 
co-operation of the Office of Works.

May 9.—It surprises me that poor 

parents who have children they wish to 
see well-educated and installed in some 
profession do not study the question of 
‘scholarships and the rules of professional 
politics more carefully than is apparently 
normal, Without in any way wishing 
to be autobiographical, my own case 
might serve to illustrate what I mean. 
' As a youth, I went into an architect’s 
office for the remuneration of 5s. per week, 
and studied at evening school. Look- 
ing back on this period, it puts me com- 
pletely off the idea of an evening school 
as being of any value to a young and rest- 
less person, apart from the glimpses of 
asocial life that he would like to lead— 
namely, to be a full-time student, which 
he feels to be impossible. These ideas 
did not pass through my mind at that age, 
but instead I went into a shopfitting 
works because the salary was higher. It 
was at this point that my mother took a 
hand: in the affairs of my future career, 
and the first obstacle in the way of my 
being an architect was the fact that I 
could not pass Matriculation—an essen- 
tial qualification for the probationer 
class of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. ‘ Political move No. 1, there- 
fore, was to have me installed in the 
Society of Architects, which became even- 
tually amalgamated with the R.I.B.A., 
every young member becoming automatic- 
ally a probationer. The next move was 
to obtain a scholarship; and in this ques- 
tion ,0f;-scholarships another political 
aspect shows itself. The school was in 
Leeds, and the Leeds City Council gave 
scholarships.in a very densely populated 
area, The house in which we lived lay 
half a mile outside the city boundary, in 
the: West Riding of Yorkshire, which was 
comparatively sparsely populated, but 
whose scholarships were easier of acqui- 
sition on this account and much more 
valuable in their monetary content. For 
this ‘reason nothing would have induced 
my mother to have moved within those 
city boundaries, although there were 
extremely good reasons for doing so from 
time to time. The point is, the choice of 
district is one of utmost importance in 
the education of a poor person, and, 
having made the choice, to fill in forms is 
not nearly so satisfactory as to visit the 
Education Offices, search out every person 
concerned with that particular branch of 
scholarship, and interview as many 
councillors as possible. 

The result was, in my own case, that 
by these methods a scholarship was 
obtained (value £50 per annum), to go to 
Leeds School of Architecture, full time. 
At the end of two years I came to London 
to interview Louis pz Sorssons, who gave 
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me a job at £2 10s. a week for the period 
of six months. At the end of that time 
I had obtained another scholarship, by 
submission of drawings, from the same 
West Riding authority, for a sum of £200 
a year, to attend Oxford, Cambridge, 
or the Ecole des Beaux Arts. I suggested 
the Architectural Association and they 
eventually agreed. 
ca * * 

Now, the whole point of this story is 
not to put myself in either a good or a 
bad light, but to emphasise that parents 
working behind the scenes can achieve 
the apparently impossible on scholarships. 
At the age of 22 I passed out with the 
necessary qualifications, plus an educa- 
tion that would have cost at least £1,000 
by more orthodox methods. 

* + o 


May 10.—At almost precisely weekly in- 
tervals a letter arrives from some young 
office boy or student, asking me how to 
get this foot into London territory, or 
how to get a job in a film studio. I have 
a stock letter in reply, which states that 
the entrance might be accomplished via 
three different ways—that of personal 
influence, that of working as a junior, and 
the good luck method, where anything 
might happen. One thing is definitely 
certain about attempting this sort of 
thing—it is infinitely more satisfactory to 
arrive on the spot in person and ask for 
interviews from such people as _ the 
modern Dick Whittington feels might be 
helpful. 

And if our Dick Whittington should 
meet with successful people who are rude 
to him, then he must realise that the 
crusty old gentleman is not so much a 
deterrent, but rather a poor type; and if, 
again, on meeting a considerate celebrity 
who looks at his drawings and says “ Go 
back and learn pig-farming ’—as I once 
heard said to a now well-known illus- 
trator—then once more he must not be 
deterred, because only the most bigoted 
person can believe that any human being, 
given normal intelligence, can be assessed 
at anything like his potential value 
from the work he does up to the early 
twenties. I would say that the experi- 
ences of his life, after passing through 
the stage of adolescence, are much more 
likely to determine his character; and 
there is no reason whatsoever why a 
youth who cannot draw a line at 16. 
should’ not be a superb draughtsman 
at 30. In fact, one might go further and 
say that it is quite a possibility for a 
brilliant draughtsman of 16 to be a very 
poor specimen at 30. 

* * 

The usual belief of the old man is that 
the ideals of youth must of necéssity 
suffer a compromise, and there exists a 
vast army of professional people who 
firmly believe that they could accomplish 
fine architecture if it were not for the 
fact that outside influences force them 
into a compromise which they find hard 
to avoid, owing to the purely diplomatic 
reasons relating to the success of their 
practice. ~ 

Now this is not strictly true; what 
usually happens is that a man of mediocre 
talent, who has no firm convictions 
about architecture, finds himself: listen- 
ing to the desires and wishes of his clients 
without having a real answer as to 
why the wishes should not be put into 
execution. It is probably true of these 
people that they must compromise with 
their clients, for the simple reason that 
they have frequently nothing really better 
to offer; or, if they have, the improve- 
ment is one of degree, and not of funda- 
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mental conviction. Very few 

have compromised; the voEea . ois 
CHRISTOPHER WREN in the past, and Lt 
CorsusieR in the present, may pogg 
minor examples of comproniise, but = 
doubtedly the major work of their life. 
time shows a pursuit of what they 
consider the ideal. It seems to me a 
humour is the saving grace of the 
advanced man who meets with opposition. 
and when Wren was asked to incor. 
porate more columns in a certain build. 
ing because of the - apparent danger of 
the structure (in the client’s opinion), he 
did.so, and left a gap of 3 in, between 
the cap of the column and the beam which 
it appeared to support. 

Sir Epwin Lutyens has done a number 
of similar things; but the point is that 
these men have done precisely what they 
wanted, in spite of advice which I am 
sure was given to them to compromise 
It is true that a number of very able 
designers have failed to impose on the 
world their ideas because opposition was 
too strong for them; and Rennie Macgry. 
TOSH is probably an outstanding example 
of a designer well ahead of his time with 
very little to show in the way of accom. 
plishment. To a young man I should 
personally say: Never compromise, and 
rule out of the vocabulary that futile 
phrase, “‘ bread and butter.”’ The pursuit 
of an ideal, if the person is convinced of 
it, may be postponed for a few years, or 
it may be postponed for his lifetime; 
but the risk is worth it, and the ultimate 
happiness more than compensates. 

* * * 


All of which sounds very dogmatic, 
rather as if the writer had achieved the 
topmost rung of the ladder and was dis- 
tributing his wisdom to lesser fry, which 
is not so. But I have seen a good many 
things happen, and out of my experience 
a few definite rules have suggested them- 
selves which, for what they are worth, 
I will set down :— 

Beware the architect who states that he 
owes his position to an industrious life. 
Hard work of: itself gets nobody any- 
where, and, as the Americans say, that 
very quickly. It is Thought that counts, 
and it is industry that makes Thought 
concrete. 

Never as a young man become bitter 
when you find older members of the pro- 
fession have played you an apparently 
dirty trick. This bitterness goes under 
the heading of disillusionment, and is 
regarded as part of the adult make-up. 
In point of fact, the person who created 
this disappointment 1s rather a poor type, 
and you should rule him down as such, 
and count yourself the wealthier by one 
more valuable experience. 

Not to have made a fool of yourself is 
no reason for compliments; it merely 
indicates an habitual repression and 4 
resultant mediocrity. 

Never accept a bribe, or what, is more 
commonrily called a commission. While it 
is certain that you will never be found 
out, and you may be in a position to bring 
forward intellectual reasons for having Ie 
ceived the money, the fact still remains 
that the moral integrity of an artist 18 
affected and his work in time reflects the 
insincerity of his practical life. 

Beware the client who assures you more 
than once that you will be remunerated 
for your job of work speedily. Either he 
is broke, but means well, or he is going 
to ask more from you in the way ° 
services than is just and normal.

‘gm,—I shall be obliged if you will 
please publish this letter in your journal, 
and if anyone has any comments to make 
concerning it, or any questions to ask, I 
shall be pleased to read the former and to 
reply to the latter. — 

Much has been written in The Builder 
and other professional journals on the 
subjects of official architects, salaried 
members of the R.I.B.A. and their rela- 
tive status in comparison with that of the 
private practitioner and his assistants; 
likewise the question of professional re- 
presentation on the Council of the 
RILB.A. has been thoroughly discussed. 

This communication, however, is dif- 
ferent from previous letters on these and 
similar subjects in this respect; whereas 
the former have merely been confined to 
print and were only expressions of dif- 
ferent views, this is the first direct step 
towards putting those ideas into effect, 
but, of course, without the help of all 
salaried members of the R.I.B.A., whether 
in official architects’ offices or in those of 
private practitioners, this ideal will not 
meet with the instant success of which it 
is worthy, and it is to enlist the aid of 
these members all over the country that 
this letter has been written. 

So much for the object of this letter. 
Now for the practical side, of which we 
hear so much and see so little. 

The following salaried members of the 
R.I.B.A. have, to my knowledge, been 
nominated for, and are willing to serve 
on, the Council of the R.I.B.A. A very 
definite move you will agree, and it is 
the hope of all those who hold the views 
which I hold—i.e., professional represen- 
tation should be a fact and not just a 
hope—that all salaried members of the 
R.LB.A. and private practitioners, too, 
will vote, if not for all those members 
whose names follow, at any rate for a

This letter, I may say, although it ex- 
presses the views and hopes of many, is 
entifely unsolicited by any-of the above 
candidates, and is written entirely on my 
Own Initiative; but it would seem a poor 
response to their sacrifice of time and 
acumen if such a gesture were allowed to 
pass unobserved, and it is my hope that 
all other salaried members who are 
hominees will have their names similarly 
made known through the medium of the 
Professional Press to those directly 
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Dimensions of Bricks; Need for — 
Standardisation. 


Srr,—It is continuously being brought 
to the notice of this Bureau, which was 
established to collect and disseminate 
authoritative information on _ bricks, 
brickwork, tiling and other forms of burnt 
clay products to all who are engaged in 
building, that the British Standard sizes 
for bricks are not specified to anything 
like the extent one would expect in archi- 
tects’ specifications, etc. 


This is a somewhat surprising state of 
affairs in view of the fact that the exist- 
ence of the British Standard Specification 
for Dimensions of Clay Facing and Back- 
ing Bricks (No. 657/1936) is attributable 
almost entirely to the prolonged and 
earnest efforts of the architects’ own 
official institution, the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, As far back as 1904 
the Royal Institute was able to obtain 
agreement to a partial standardisation, 
and carried this standardisation still 
further in 1919. As the preface to the 
1936 British Standard Specification 
states: ‘‘ The present Specification carries 
the work commenced by the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects to its logical 
conclusion,” 


There would seem, therefore, to be an 
abundance of evidence that, for some 30 
odd years, the main body of architectural 
opinion has been so strongly in favour 
of size standardisation as to take the 
initiative throughout in pressing its 
requirements upon the manufacturing 
interests, and it is unlikely that this 
opinion has changed greatly since 1936. 


To quote again from the 1936 Specifica- 
tion’s preface, “the committee realise 
that the adoption of these dimensions by 
some manufacturers will necessitate 
changes in their plant.” |The Bureau 
is advised that these changes were 
quickly introduced in practically every 
brickyard in England, thus implementing 
the statement in the 1936 Specification 
‘that the manufacturers had indicated 
“their readiness to make the changes ” 
without waiting for the incentive implied 
in the concluding words of the preface to 
the Specification, viz., ‘‘ provided the 
support of the architects and purchasers 

. can be secured.” 


The surety in designing and estimating 
which derives from a certainty that the 
products delivered will be consistently of 
a known, specified size is so overwhelm- 
ing an argument in favour of standard 
sizes as to require no emphasis, and any 
abandonment of the standards by the 
manufacturers on the score of lack of 
“support of the architects and pur- 
chasers ”’ would, it is felt, be a retrograde 
step of serious import to the building 
trade as a whole. 


For this reason, the Bureau would 
appreciate the widespread influence and 
collaboration of your journal in a strong 
appeal to all who specify and purchase 
bricks to lay down in their specifications 
and orders that “ all bricks shall satisfy 
British Standard Specification No. 657/

R.1.B.A. 
Licentiates and the Fellowship. 

THe present regulations governing the 
examination of Licentiates who, being other- 
wise eligible, wish to qualify for admission 
as Fellows, provide that in the first place 
the candidate shall submit for approval by 
the Council working drawings of one or more 
of his executed buildings, supplemented by 
photographs and by cellent sketches or 
measured drawings of actual work, and 

(1) Should the work so submitted be, in 
the opinion of the Council, of sufficient merit 
to exempt the candidate from further 
examination, he may be so exempted; 

(2) If the work submitted is approved by 
the Council the candidate is required to 
submit himself to an examination ; 

(3) If the work so submitted is, in the 
opinion of the Council, inadequate, his 
application is nof further entertained. 

: ‘a resolution of the Council passed on 
April 4, on and after January 1, 1939, all 
candidates whose work is approved will be 
required to sit for the examination, which 
will be the design portion of the Special Final 
Examination, and no candidates will be 
exempted from the examination. 

Nors.—The above resolution will not affect 
Licentiates of over 60 years of age applying 
under Section IV, Clause 4 (c) (ii) of the 
Supplemental Charter of 1925. 


Houston Maintenance Scholarships.

ARCHITECTURE AT THE ROYAL 
ACADEMY—II 


An important and successful exhibit, 
both in its architecture and in its manner 
of presentation in model form, is that by 
Mr. T. Cecil Howitt showing Newport 
Civic Centre. The handling of this fine 
group of buildings on a steeply sloping 
site.is masterly, and the value of the 
model as a means Of expressing the solu- 
tion is considerable. (No. 1398.) 

Among the Government buildings No. 
1261, Worcester Park Branch Post Office, 
by Mr. Frederick A. Llewellyn, is one of 
the happiest, and the gaily rendered eleva- 
tion by Mr. W. R. Hayden is refreshing. 
Another example by the same author and 
draughtsman is St. Alban’s Post Office, 
which is a successful example of vital 
tradition (No. 1284). Mr. Charles M. 
Childs also handles the conventions with 
a nice sense of proportion in his scheme 
for an Employment Exchange at Ashton- 
under-Lyne, Lancs (No. 1315). Mr. O. P. 
Carver is the competent draughtsman of 
this scheme. The same author is less 
happy in his treatment of Washwood 
Heath Employment Exchange (No. 1324), 
the severity of which is somewhat undis- 
tinguished. ~ 

Mr. Christopher Bristow’s scheme for 
Broadstairs Telephone Exchange shows 
some ‘good massing, somewhat conven- 
tionalised to recent manners, the drawing 
of which, by Mr. Ailwyn Best, is good (No. 
1352). Gloucester Telephone Exchange 
(No. 1259), by the same author, is also 
on sound lines and nicely rendered in Mr. 
E. M. Penman’s drawing. His scheme for 
Balham Telephone Exchange is less satis- 
factory, and suffers from a certain fussi- 
ness of detail (No. 1312). 

Mr. Maxwell Ayrton’s big scheme for 
the National Institution for Medical Re- 
search at Mill Hill (No. 1260) will ob- 
viously build successfully, and it is well 
presented in Mr. R. P. Walden’s good line 
and wash drawing. 

We expect the best of Mr. Cowles- 
Voysey, and we get it in his gracious 
scheme for Bromley Municipal Building, 
which, full of restraint and feeling, Mr. 


Cyril Farey has obviously illustrated with 
pleasure (No. 1271). 

A very handsome municipal scheme is 
that by Mr. Edward A. Hunt, for Wands- 
worth Municipal Offices, which exhibits 
a refreshing power of self-expression (Nos. 
1329 and 1339). Mr. 'Farey is always at his 
best when drawing good architecture, and 
here he has obviously enjoyed his task. 

Mr. Percy Thomas’s scheme for Car- 
marthen County Offices, is also an arrest- 
ing exhibit, broadly treated, with slate 
slopes and terminal turrets (No. 1301). 
Messrs. Douglas and J. D. Wood show a 
view of the completed scheme for the 
British Medical Association in Tavistock- 
square, W.C.1, which is soundly tradi- 
tional, with a flavour which carries back 
into a pre-War generation (No. 1317). As 
a contrast Messrs. J. E. Newberry and 
C. W. Fowler’s scheme for 23, Portland- 
place, W.1, is equally traditional, but in 
the less ornate mood of the post-War 
period, and having some elements in com- 
mon with the R.I.B.A. building, which is 
its near neighbour (No. 1331). Mr. Harry 
Morley’s good colour perspective. of this 
subject is to be commended. In a still 
more advanced manner is Messrs. C. B. 
Pearson and Son’s scheme for Scunthorpe 
Civic Centre (No. 1273), which Mr. Pear- 
son’s conventionalised bird’s-eye perspec- 
tive reveals as a sound work of planning 
in unaffected modernism. 

Among schemes for police buildings, 
Messrs. James, Bywaters and Rowland 
Pierce’s now familiar scheme at Slough is 
clearly illustrated in a bird’s-eye view 
which does.justice to bold clean planning 
(No. 1372); and Mr. Kenneth L. Murray’s 
fagade of the New Police Headquarters at 
Forebridge, Stafford, is well balanced and 
dignified, though the stone base of the 
central. block is a little abrupt in effect 
(No. 1342). 

The hospital section is very little repre- 
sented, Mr. R. Fielding Dodd’s modern 
rendering of Burnham-on-Sea War 
Memorial Hospital being the chief exhibit 
(No. 1335).

We are now left with the citizen’s 
private contribution to contemporary 
architecture, in the commercial, recrea- 
tional and domestic fields. In these 
branches, individuality plays a fuller part. 

Of the five bank subjects the Head 
Office of the Bank of China at Shanghai 
has been handled by Mr. George L. 
Wilson with fine ability. Mr. Walcot’s 
brilliance takes especial delight in such 
a staggering subject (No. 1338). 

Hotels and licensed premises are fewer 
in number than has been the case in 
recent years, and the fact may mark a 
slowing down in the active building pro- 
gramme upon which the brewers have 
been engaged. Mr. Frederick Wills 
shows a bright scheme for a New Hotel in 
Madeira (No. 1296), which is nicely por- 
trayed by Mr. A. Bryett. The Bull Public- 
house, East Sheen (No. 1298), is a large 
building within the hotel class, and Mr. 
A. W. Blomfield’s design shows a sure 
instinct for mass which is well expressed 
in Mr. Norman Warrall’s drawing. 

In the recreational field, Messrs. Allis- 
ton and Drew’s refined design for the Old 
Brightonians’ Football Pavilion at Ches- 
sington is rendered with a fine sense of 
pattern and composition in Mr. R.

Myerscough-Walker’s water-colour is 
masterly in a fine conventional draughts- 
manship and with somewhat dramatic 
lighting effects (No. 1362). 

Mr. Walcot’s sparkling colour work 
lends added interest to a nice range of 
street architecture by Mr. E. Walcot 
Bather, Nos. 35-69, Yeoman’s Row, Ken- 
sington (No. 1292). With less traditional 
feeling, but in an orderly and successful 
modern way, Mr. William E. Masters’s 
scheme for No. 6, Upper Brook-street, 
holds its own very well (No. 1311). 

A proposed house at Hampstead, by Mr. 
Howard O. Sugden (No. 1258), in a tradi- 
tional 18th-century style, is pleasant in 
its domestic feeling and well expressed in 
Mr. Donald Pryde’s clearly presented 
colour perspective. 

No. 1262, Mr. W. J. Palmer-Jones’s 
Additions to an 18th-century House in 
Surrey shows this accomplished designer 
at home with his favourite style, and Wde- 
lighting in his colour perspective. 

A happy little subject and drawing, by 
Mr. Maurice E. Hardouin is a House at 
Ewell, with white walls, pantiles and 
ramps (No. 1278). Next it is a more deliber- 
ate design by Mr. Edward Banks, showing 
a House at Ruxley Lodge estate, Clay- 


gate, the drawing of which has some brave 
and effective colouring. 

Rather a romantic essay in the modern 
manner is the House on Windermere, by 
Mr. Bannatyne Lewis (No. 1321), the in- 
triguing levels of which are successfully 
declared in the author’s perspective taken 
from a low viewpoint. 

Messrs. Nicholas and Dixon Spain’s 
design for Orwell Park, Suffolk (No. 1328), 
is fine and broad in treatment, and well 
expressed in Mr, Lawrence Wright’s 
happy colour work. Mr. Oliver Hill also 
runs true to form with his Shanes Court, 
County Antrim (No. 1330), which Mr. 
J. D. M. Harvey illustrates brilliantly. 

Mr. Edwin M. Lawson’s design for a 
Residence in Sussex (No. 1370) is delight- 
fully domestic in all its attributes, and 
Mr. Farey’s drawing adequately declares 
its high quality. ; 

We thus conclude a somewhat exhaust- 
ing and unexciting parade of the gallery. 
As in most years, there is a deal of talent 
and quality to be found, and a careful re- 
view repays the effort. There is no 
need for immediate alarm at the state of 
contemporary architecture, though there 
is an obvious need for some stimulus if 
architecture is to move forward to another 
milestone of progress.

NATIONAL COUNCIL 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 

Tue sixth annual meeting of the Building 
Industries National Council was held at the 
Royal Institute of British Architects on 
Friday, Apri 
Theobald, P.P.S.I., presided. 

In opening the proceedings, Mr. Theobald 
stated that the Ministry of Labour’s figures of 
the estimated value of building plans approved 
had shown a consistent and éppreciable 
decline, as had also the Board of Trade Index 
of Production for building and building mate- 
rials. decline in building activity, which 
was also reflected in the advances of building 
societiesy-had been followed by declines in new 
orders in the shipbuilding, motor-car, wireless, 
furniture and iron and steel industries, as well 
as in” Exchange values and bank clear- 
ings. This position also indicated a _ sub- 
stantial decline in that portion of the trade of 
the industry’ emanating from private sources. 
There was, however, a considerable volume 
of work emanating from the rearmament pro- 
gramme of H.M. Government. In this con- 
nection -it* was to®be regretted that the 
Government had not. made greater use of the 
whole of the organised resources of the 
industry. 

It was the more unfortunate that a wider 
measure of consultation has not been instituted 
concerning the problems that would arise when 
the rearmament programme was completed— 
problems in which al] sections of the mdustry 
were interested. The desirability of co-opera- 
tion with representatives of the whole indus- 
try in the light of the national advantages 
that would arise therefrom had _ been 
peony urged upon the Government by the 


Through the machinery of the Ccunci] the 
need of maintaining the trade of the building 
industry at a high Jevel had been placed 
before the public, ‘supported by statistical 
evidence, from the point of view of national 
economy. The result of this action had been 
reflected in the increased recognition by the 
public at large of the economic importance of 
the building industry. Direct action had also 
been taken by submitting the views of the 
Council to the Prime Minister and to the 
appropriate Department of H.M. Government 
by means of memoranda. 

In the circumstances surrounding the indus- 
try the Council regarded as paramount the 
task of educating public, and enlightening 
official, opinion as to the economic advantages 
of sustaining building activity. He had no 
reason to doubt that, if effectively supported 
by all sections of the ind , the efforts to 
that end would be successful. It could be 
claimed that this side of the work of the 
Council had made building activity a matter 
of recognised public concern. To the extent 
to which the economic value of the industry 
became recognised by the country at large, a 
correspondingly greater measure of responsi- 
bility would be imposed upon the industry to 
see that the conditions within it were sufii- 
ciently stable to maintain it as a national 
asset at the highest pitch of efficiency. 

Only by the maintenance of an organisation 
such as that evolved by the Council could the 
industry maintain its trade and enable every 
section to continue its activity upon an 
economic basis. There could be no question 
but that its future position depended upon the 
extent to which all its sections combined in a 
common effort...He appealed to the repre- 
sentatives of every section of membership to 
do their utmost to get members of their 
respective .associations to render the greatest 
possible measure of financial support to this 
work, and heartily commended to them the 
perusal of.a letter of which was wr 
circulated in this connection by the Speci 
Committee for Public Relations. It would be 
an im advance in organisation, and a 
great step towards the realisation of the Coun- 
cil’s aims, if closer contact were established 
between the Council and the financial agencies

Committee Reports. ' 

The Report of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee, which dealt in detail with the adminis- 
tration of the Council, was presented by the 
Chairman, Mr. ‘Sydney Tatchell, who, in refer- 
ence to the formulation of the National Con- 


struction Council of Canada, a Council having © 


objectives similar to those of the Building 
Industries National Council, said that it was 
indicative of the economic benefits likely to 
accrue to the building industry in all countries 
of the world by well-administered national 
centres for the discussion of the many 
questions of common concern to the group of 
industries comprising the building industry. 

In introducing the Report of the Special 
Committee for Public Relations, Mr. Tatchell 
referred to the present trade position of the 
industry. as outlined by the President, and 
added that progress on the matter of an ordered 
development of trade could only proceed as 
fast as public opinion could be educated as to 
the advantages of a progressive home market 
activity based upon building activity. He paid 
tribute to the increasing number of compara- 
tively small manufacturing firms supporting 
the work of the Committee and whose sub- 
scriptions had often been.very large in relation 
to their resources 

Mr. E. C. Harris, in presenting as Vice- 
Chairman the Report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Building Acts and By-laws, referred 
to the Codes of Practice publishel by the 
Council during the year and said that the 
tripartite arrangement between the Building 
Research Station, the British Standards Insti- 
tution and the Building Industries National 
Council was only in its infancy. - It already 
had in it, however, great possibilities for good. 
On the matter of the need for relief from 
redundant legislation the Report stated that 
it had been further decided thatthe matter 
of the legislation controlling building opera- 
tions in relation to.and within the general 
framework of the law should be examined 
with a view to considering the practicability 
of, and possible advantages arising from, pro- 
posals for the institution of a special Govern- 
ment Department, whether a. Ministry or a 
sub-Department, charged with the duty of 
dealing with the public and legal aspects of 
building operations. In referring to this, the 
speaker said that the influence of progressive 
social legislation on the fortunes of the indus- 
try was becoming increasingly important and 
more widely recognised 

It was reasonable in the light of known 
facts to assume that future activity after the 
next few years would be centred upon rebuild- 
ing and reconstruction rather than new de- 
velopment. It must not be forgotten that in 
this country we were facing a period of 
declining population and that the building 
industry, above all, depended for an expan- 
sion of its activity, so far as new work was 
concerned, upon an increasing population. 

The tendency of trade to decline was not 
likely to receive a check from the side of 
population within the course of the next 
decade, and the only way in which the trade 
which would normally arise from population 
growth could be made up was by the replace- 
ment of obsolescent buildings and _ the 
redevelopment of urban. centres. For this 
raason the Committee realised that the logical 
development was to relate this aspect of their 
work to town planning. 

The encouragement and development of 
town and country planning in relation to this 
problem of the obsolescence of buildings 
could lead to effective action in the interests 
both of the building industry and of the 
country. Town planning could, however, only 
be effectively fostered if a complementary 
movement to rationalise legislation and ad- 
minietration affecting building were cultivated 
and developed. It was prudent for the indus- 
try to consider now the dual question of 
obsolescence and town planning in the light 
of conditions which would probably be experi- 
enced in the next few years and to remember 
that really great movements having for an 
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object major economic changes were slow tg 
develop.

A_FIVE-YEAR PLAN FOR 
: BUILDING 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ SURVEY. 

The Minister of Health, Sir Kingsley 
Wood, as he foreshadowed in his recent 
speech at Manchester (reported in our last 
issue), has communicated with local 
authorities asking them to undertake a 
survey of their probable capital expendi- 
ture during the next five years and to 
submit to him and to the appropriate 
Government Departments a programme of 
the capital works which they would pro. 
pose to carry out in that period. The 
Minister points out that it is only by such 
means that authorities can take a reason- 
ably long view of their future require- 
ments and that under such a system a 
programme. of capital works can -be 
arranged in ordérof priority. 

It is stated that this is of special importance 
under present conditions, not merely in order 
to secure the smooth progress of local authori- 
ties’ operations, but as a matter of national 
economic. policy, and that by ordered plan- 
ning on a basis which will admit of adjust- 
ment should circumstances make it desirable 
local authorities can make a valuable contri- 
bution to the stabilisation of the conditions in 
industry over a considerable period. 

Sir Kingsley Wood also points out that the 
adoption of such a policy will enable authori- 
ties to take the fullest advantage, in the in- 
terests of their ratepayers, of periods 
when industrial resources are not unduly 
strained and conditions are, therefore, more 
favourable for the execution of necessary 
works. 

It is requested that the programme should 
cover the whole of the capital works in con- 
templation; should indicate at what point im 
the period covered each item of work is pro- 
visionally intended to commence; and should 
be accompanied by a rough estimate of the 
probable cost. : 

So far as the order of priority of work is 
concerned, the need for the establishment of 
some co-ordinating machinery by each local 
authority is emphasised, and the Minister 
states that he will be ready to afford any 
assistance practicable to the local authority 
in the preparation of the programme an 
preliminary work. It is also stated that the 
acquisition of land is often an essential pre 
liminary, and in many cases the details 0 
specific proposals cannot be settled until it 
known that a particular site can be acquired. 
Upon being satisfied that a scheme 1s ome 
which may geo be approved, the 
Minister, it, was stated, will be prepared to 
sanction loans for the immediate acquisition 
of land in marie _ the are of the 

roposed works at a later date. 
eauunabery work may also, it is observed, 
occupy a considerable time, particularly 
the larger schemes, and here again the dep 
ments concerned will be willing to consid 
proposals submitted to them, notwithstanding 
that immediate execution of the work may 
be contemplated. <«

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LONDON BUILDING BY-LAWS—XI

PART IV.—WALLS AND PIERS. 


SECTION 


Minimum Thicknesses of Walls. 

In specifying the minimum thickness 
of an external wall the fundamental con- 
siderations are _fire-resistance and 
weather-resistance ; in the case of a 
party wall, the prevention of the spread 
of fire is the main factor ; and in a 
puttressing wall — primarily one of 
stability, although it ultimately partakes 
of the essential purpose of the wall sup- 

it. For instance, if a wall 
ported by 3 
buttressing a party wall collapsed as the 
result of a fire, the removal of its sup- 
port (a consideration of stability) might 
occasion the failure of the party wall (a 
consideration of fire-spread). 

By-law 43 corresponds in the main with 
the old requirements as regards minimum 
wall thicknesses and fixes the minimum 
thickness of an external wall, party wall. 
or buttressing wall, constructed of bricks 
or blocks or plain concrete, at 8} in., ex- 
cept in certain cases of party walls divid- 
ing a warehouse building from any other 
building, when the minimum thickness 
is 13 in. The thickness prescribed for 
external and party walls of brickwork in 
Parts II and III of the Second Schedule 
to the: London Building Act,.1930, was 
Section 
60 (1) of that Act required the backs of 
recesses and of chases in external walls 
to be at least 8} in. and in all party walls 
13 in., and Section 66 (1) required the 
backs of all chases in party walls to be 
8} in. Paragraph 6 of Part I of the 
Second Schedule required all cross walls 
(which correspond with what are now de 
signated “ buttressing walls ”’) to be 83 in. 

The new. by-law 43 has the effect of re- 
ducing the minimum required thickness 
of the backs of recesses in party. walls 
from the general 13 in. of Section 66 of 
the Act to 8} in. for party walls which 
do not exceed 30 ft. in height in the case 
of warehouse buildings and 40 ft. (or 50 ft. 
where the length does not exceed 35 ft.) in 
the case of non-warehouse buildings. In 
other words, wherever the schedule thick- 
nesses permit 84 in. at the top of a party 
wall, the new by-law permits recesses with 
8}-in. backs in any part of that wall. It 
must be noted, however, that this relaxa- 
tion does not apply to party walls in 
basements. 

The minimum thickness of 8} in. for ex- 
ternal brick or block walls is modified by 
@ proviso to by-law 43, which renders it 
permissible to erect a one-storey build- 
ing having a roof-span not exceeding 30 ft. 
and walls not more than 10 ft. high in 
haitbrick walls in cement-mortar pro- 
vided a pier 8} in. square (or 
greater if necessary) be built at each 
corner, and that the walls be further sup- 
ported with intermediate piers spaced at 
intervals of not more than 10 ft. in the 
clear. The proviso further requires that 
any point loads must be carried by the 
Piers, which must not be subject to any 
thrust. A similar form of construction is 
also permitted in the case of a tank room 
or motor room above a roof. In this case 
the height of the walls above the roof is 
enced to 8 ft. and the length and 
oreadth of the structure to 10 ft.

1.—GENERAL REQUIREMENTS— (continued). 


polis Management and Building Acts 
Amendment Act, 1855, and the First 
Schedule referred to therein, which 
Section and Schedule were superseded in 
the London Building Act, 1894, and sub- 
sequently by Section 57 and the Second 
Schedule in the London Building Act, 
1930. By-law 43, by including plain con- 
crete in the same category as bricks and 
blocks and stipulating for it the same 
minimum thickness, is therefore following 
the old tradition. 

By-law 43 further stipulates that the 
minimum thickness of an external rein- 
forced concrete wall or panel shall be 
4 in., thus corresponding with Regulation 
126 of the Reinforced Concrete Regula- 
tions, and the minimum thickness of a 
reinforced concrete party wall as 8 in., 
except where such wall separates the 
building from a-warehouse constructed 
otherwise than of reinforced concrete, in 
which case the minimum thickness is 
13 in. These last requirements correspond 
with Reinforced Concrete Regulations 132 
and 133 respectively. 

It naturally follows that the minimum 
thickness appropriate to a wall of any 
particular material or construction will 
hold good when such material or construc- 


tion is employed in the panels of a wall of 


steel-frame construction. 


Thickness of Walls and Piers in Relation to 
Height. 

By-law 44 is an over-riding requirement 
regulating the thickness of a wall of 
bricks or blocks or poured concrete at 
every level in relation to the height of the 
wall above that particular level. This by- 
law will operate as an additional rule to 
such by-laws as by-faw 60, where, but 
for this requirement, it would be possible 
to satisfy the rules therein given, in 
storey-height above storey-height, practi- 
cally without limitations of total height in 
relation to thickness. 

It will be noted that the relative thick- 
ness required of party walls is greater 
than that of any other wall, indicating the 
advent of another deciding factor—the 
resistance to fire. 

The provise to this by-law prevents the 
interference of the by-law with the legiti- 
mate use of recesses, or with panels of 
bricks or blocks or plain concrete in a 
frame structure, and opens the door to 
“pier and panel” construction in bricks 
or blocks. 

The foregoing requirement is necessi- 
tated solely by the method of control 
adopted in the new by-laws, and there is 
therefore no comparable requirement in 
previous building regulations in London. 


Cavity Walls. 

Until the relaxation of building contro] 
consequent to the Housing, Town Plan- 
ning, etc., Act, 1919, in order to meet 
the housing difficulties after the war, 
cavity walls were seldom seen in the 
London area. This was not due to any 
prohibition in the London Building Act, 
but on account of the costliness of com- 
plying with the condition thereto. It is 
contained in paragraph 7 of Part I of the 
Second Schedule to the London Building 
Act, 1930, and is expressed in these 
words :— 

‘When hollow walls are constructed 
there shall be a wall on one side of 
the hollow space. of the full thickness 
prescribed by this Act.” 
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There are no conditions as to any 
special precautions to ensure the stability 
of the additional leaf—not even the 
requirement of wall ties—so that the 
extra skin “ properly bonded and solidly 
put together ’”’. in stretcher bond, -might 
extend without lateral support over the 
fagade of a building without regard to 
the area, or, alternatively, might be 
erected on the inside and serve to take 
the floor loads. Doubtless the deterrent 
was the requirement of the full schedule 
thickness of the wall on one side of the 
hollow. 

By-law 45 constitutes a fairly. full 
specification of an “ ll-in.” cavity wall, 
describing the brickwork, the ties and 
their number and distribution, the keep- 
ing of the cavity clear and the protection 
of woodwork in the cavity. It will be 
seen later, in proviso (b) to by-law 53, 
that a limitation is placed on the extent 
of such walls. 


Damp Courses, etc. 


By-law 3 of the by-laws made under 
Section 16 of the Metropolis Management 
and Building Acts Amendment Act, 1878, 
required every wall to have a damp 
course extending through its whole 
thickness at a level not less than 6 in. 
below the level of the lowest floor. It 
also required cellars, etc., abutting 
against the earth to be protected from 
moisture. The enforcement of this-by-law 
in its entirety might have been at times 
both detrimental and inconvenient. 

A damp course through the ‘ whole 
thickness ” of a reinforced concrete wall, 
for instance, would have interfered with 
the fundamental principles of reinforced 
concrete, or the interposition of a damp 
course through the thickness of a wall 
of dense engineering bricks carrying a 
heavy load, while quite unnecessary, 
would almost certainly have detracted 
from the efficiency of the wall as a weight 
bearer. 

The placing of the damp course at not 
less than 6 in. ‘ below the level of the 
lowest floor’’ would, in the case of a 
solid floor laid on the surface concrete, 
result in- the damp course being at or 
below the bottom of the concrete, thus 
giving the ground moisture access to the 
wall. On the other hand, in the case of 
a floor on timber joists, a distance of 6 in. 
below the level of the floor might not be 
sufficient to afford | protection to the 
timbers. 

The discretionary powers of the district 
surveyor were limited to the approval of 
the material employed, and not extended 
to the desirability of the damp course 
and its position. 

By-law 46 puts the requirement in terms 
of performance instead of in details: of 
construction. The building must be so 
constructed that it will not be affected 
adversely by moisture from adjoining 
earth. That is the result required, and 
the constructor may please himself as to 
the manner in which it is accomplished. 


Copings. 

By-law 47 provides for the protection 
of the tops of walls from weather. It 
describes the common method of brick- 
on-edge on a creasing, and permits, as an 
alternative, any “equally suitable 
coping.”’ 

This requirement for protection of the 
top of walls corresponds in effect with 
a similar requirement in by-law 3 of the 
by-laws made under Section 16 of the 
Metropolis Management and Building 
Acts Amendment Act, 1878, the difference 
being (besides the detail that the old 
by-law did not provide for a creasing) 








that the old by-law related to party walls 
and parapet walls only, while the new 
by-law is extended to the top of every 
wall constructed of bricks or blocks and 
not otherwise protected from the weather. 


Notice of Removal of Material Supporting 
Superstructure and of Thickening of 
Walls. 

By-laws 48 and 49 require notice to be 
served on the district surveyor of the 
removal of any..earth, concrete, brick- 
work, etc., supporting any superstruc- 
ture, and of the thickening of any wall, 
respectively. There was nothing compar- 
able in the old building laws, and these 
requirements appear to be merely safety 
devices, to prevent the cutting about of 
old work without drawing the special 
attention of the district surveyor to the 
intention and giving him an opportunity 
of inspecting the work beforehand. 


Calculated Walls and Walls of Traditional 
Construction. 


At by-law 50 we come to a fork in the 
road through this part of the by-laws, 
and this by-law is the finger-post indicat- 
ing the alternatives :— 

(a) Empirical rules governing the 
construction of walls and the “ pre- 
scribed condition ’”? under which these 
rules may be adopted. 

(6) Permissible stress for calculating 
walls and piers. 

There is one point to be noted with 
regard to the choice of methods offered 
by this by-law—there is nothing in the 
by-law compelling one to select the one 
or the other method of determining the 
thickness of walls for the whole of a 
building or even for the whole of a wall, 
for that matter, where the proviso to 
by-law 44 permits of a part of a wall 
being deemed to. be a separate wall or 
panel. It appears to be’ quite per- 
missible, for instance, when the loads are 
carried by piers with walling between, to 
calculate the piers under Section 3 and 
to determine the thickness of the inter- 
vening walling by reference to the 
Schedules in Section 2. 


NATIONAL HOUSING AND 
TOWN PLANNING 
COUNCIL 


THE YORKSHIRE CONFERENCE. 

Tue annual conference of the National 
Housing and Town Planning Council (for 
Local Authorities in Yorkshire) was held 
at the City Museum, Leeds, on May 11. 

Subjects specially considered (with 
relative excerpts from the agenda) were :— 

(1) General Housing Situation.—‘‘ There 
is every likelihood of continuous activity in 
house building by local authorities during 
1938-39, although there will probably be some 
recession in building by private enterprise. 
It has been .authoritatively stated that a 
further 230,000 new houses are urgently 
required for the rehousing of families dis- 
placed from insanitary dwellings, while about 
200,000 new houses will be necessary for the 
abatement of overcrowding.”’ 

(2) The Housing Act, 1936.—In regard 
to the progress of the Anti-Slum Campaign, 
it was stated: ‘‘ The latest figures obtained 
from the Ministry show that, through the 
vigorous co-operation of the great majority 
of the local authorities, progress in trans- 
lating the national programme into accom- 
plished fact is being steadily maintained. The 
position at November 30, 1937, was that 
174,140 replacement houses had been actuall 
completed under the Acts of 1930 and 1936. 
At December 31, 1937, 17,351 clearance areas, 
with a population of about 1,012,784 persons 
of the working class, had been ‘ declared ’ 
by 851 local authorities. In respect of these 
areas, 13,918 clearance orders and 1,864 com- 
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pulsory purchase orders had been submitted, 
of which 11,287 clearance orders and 1,528 
compulsory purchase orders, involving the 
displacement of 767,612 persons, had been con- 
firmed by the Minister of Health. In addi- 
tion, terms had been arranged by local 
authorities for the — by agreement of 
470 areas and 76 part areas containing 
approximately 37,337 persons.”’ 

n regard to the abatement of overcrowd- 
ing, it was stated: ‘* The statistical returns 
submitted by local authorities which are 
summarised in the Report do nct suffice to 
give any accurate figure as to the number 
of additional houses which would have been 
necessary at the time of the survey to relieve 
the cases of overcrowding. This number will 
ubviously be substantially less than the actual 
number of families feund to be overcrowded 
~ the survey. On the assumption that, say, 

per cent. of the total number of over- 
crowded families will require new dwellings, 
then the number of new dwellings immediately 
required to deal with the situation would be 
about 200,000. The position at October 31, 
1937, was that only 5,004 houses had been 
actually completed for the abatement of over- 
crowding under the Acts of 1935 and 1936.” 

(3) Provisions of the New Housing Bill.— 
A comprehensive Memorandum on the Housing 
(Financial Provisions) Act, 1938, was sub- 
mitted by Mr. John G. Martin (secretary). 
This Act makes provision for the continuance 
ot financial assistance in connection with slum 
clearance and the abatement of overcrowding, 
and institutes uniform rates of contribution 
for these two purposes. It also provides for 
the payment of new contributions towards 
the erection of additional houses required for 
the general needs of the agricultural popula- 
tion, for the periodical review of contribu- 
tions, and for certain miscellaneous matters. 

(4) Rural Housing Problem.—In regard to 
this subject it was stated that ‘‘ There has 
been considerable activity in rural] districts 
in respect to the five-year programmes of 
slum clearance and rehousing under the 
Housing Acts of 1930 and 1936. The total 
number of insanitary dwellings marked for 
demolition is, according to the revised pro- 
grammes of rural district councils, 56,198. 
This figure is made up of 23,317 houses to. be 
dealt with in clearance areas and 32,881 
individual houses. The position at October 31, 
1937, was that 14,754 replacement houses had 
been completed by rural district councils 
under the provisions of the Acts of 1930 and 
1936.” A Memorandum on the position under 
the Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 1938, 
was submitted. y 

(5) Community Centres——A Memorandum 
on this subject was provided. It was recalled 
that ‘‘ Under the Act of 1937, any local 
authority, from a parish council to a county 
or county borough council, may provide and 
maintain, or contribute to the provision and 
maintenance of, a community centre. Local 
authorities providing a centre under these 
powers may apply to the Grants Committee 
set up under the Act for grant-aid towards 
the capital cost. Grant-aid will normally 


vary from 25 to 75 per cent. of the approved ~ 


estimate of the cost. The amount of grant 
will be determined by reference to all the 
circumstances of each case, and, in particular, 
segard will be paid (i) to the extent to which 
the proposed expenditure will increase pro- 
vision for physical training and recreation. 
and (ii) to the character and economic cir- 
cumstances of the local community.” 

(6) Town and Country Planning Prob- 
lems.—A Memorandum on this subject was 
presented. It was stated that ‘‘ The number 
of appeals under operative planning schemes 
and Section 10 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act. 1932, rose from 863 in 1935-36 
to 1,011 in 1936-37. However, a satisfactory 
feature of the year 1936-37 was that it was 
possible to secure ‘agreement between the 
parties in a considerably higher proportion 
of cases than-in the preceding year.” 

Papers Read. 

A number of interesting paners read during 
the conference included: ‘‘ The Planning of 
Rural Districts ’’ (by Mr. Neville Hobson) ; 
and ‘‘ Sheffield :. An Examvle of the Replan- 
ning of a Central Area ’’ (Mr. C. B. Craven, 
M.T.P.I.). 
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INSTITUTE OF BUILDERS 
. ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING, 
HE annual general meeting of i 

of Builders was held in “pete y wet 
day. April 27, when Mr. W. H. Forsdik 
(Sheffield) was re-elected President, , 

Mr. Forspixe said it was difficult to break 
new ground in an inaugural address, for the 
problems of the Institute were, like its aj 
unchanged, and varied only in degree as time 
went on. Some progress had been made with 
their programme, but it was unfortunately in 
the nature of things for the programme of 
such a body as theirs to be larger than its 
capacity. It might, however, be worth while 
noting that closing the gap between their 
objects and their achievements depended 
largely upon their unity and strength, 

_It had been remarked upon a similar occa. 
sion that those most in touch with buildi 
problems were most impressed that. builders 
seemed united only in ignoring the fundamental 
causes which prevented the industry occupy. 
ing its proper place in the life of the country, 
Tt was the business of the Institute ever to 
keep in mind those fundamental causes and to 
endeavour to establish, sooner or later, the 
objects for which it stood. The achievement 
of those objects must always be conditionad 
by the support the Institute received : their 
fulfilment could be expedited only by builders 
themselves. 

The truth and the urgency in this matter 
had grown no less with the years, and con- 
strained him to urge the importance of in- 
creasing the strength of the Institute. Only 
by uniting-a far larger number of reputable 
and competent men in their Institute cofld its 
effort be sufficiently intense and its influence 
wide enough to render its purposes wholly 
effective. 


Education the Chief Purpose. 

The chief of those purposes and the method 
of the Institute must continue to be education. 
But. to limit their interest to the technical 
education of youths, ignoring thoee influences 
and changes in building practice which 
affected the appropriate equipment of young 
men for an industrial career, would be rather 
like pouring water into a bucket which others 
micht be converting into a sieve. The stream 
of technical education was unfit for considera- 
tion, treatment and guidance isolated from the 
river of industry into which it should flow. 
To keep the stream clear and flowing true was 
their special charge. To keep the river clean 
and flowing free from interference on its true 
bed was no less their concern. 

He would, however, venture to suggest that 
their larger interests and responsibilities were 
wider than their purely industrial aspect. 


' They looked to building for their living—or, 


should he say, as a means of existence. It 
was to their interest to encourage efficiency i 
management and to seek eauity in their busi- 
ness relationships. The country looked to the 
industry for one of its great essential services. 
It was their responsibility and pride to play 
their part in providing it. : 
Building, however, was not merely their 
trade and their livelihood. To them ~ 
industry had also meant a great group © 
co-operative crafts, the practice and manage- 
ment of which had brought enjoyment to life 
and influenced immeasurably for good, the 
phvsical, mental and moral well-being oe 
nation. It had been theirs to saf 
direct as far as they could in an age almo 
blind to all standards save price : 1t was beg 
to pass on to their successors undiminished 10 
its essential qualities and character. It bers 
he would suggest, with these values and ; 
attitude in mind that the Institute must a 
would continue on its way.

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THE ARCHITECTS’ 
BENEVOLENT SOCIETY 


ANNUAL MEETING, : 

Ar the annual meeting of the Architects’ 
Benevolent Society, on May 3, it was stated 
that the Society would be overdrawn by 
£1,000 at the end of the year unless more 
support were received. 

The Presipent, Mr. H. 8. Goodhart- 
Rendel, P.R.1.B.A., in moving the adoption 
of the annual report, said :— 

“My first words must convey some bad 
news. The Architects’ Benevolent Society 
is drifting towards the rocks. The accounts 
for 1937 showed a deficit, and if things go 
on as they now are going the accounts for 
1938 will show a larger one. Not a penny 
is wasted in the running of the Society; the 
deficit, therefore, must, if it be not met, 
result in the refusal and perhaps the dis- 
continuance of grants. Your and my for- 
etfulness of the Society’s especial need 
might let some man or woman sink whom 
we could easily have helped to safety. — 

‘Now, from the Society’s point of view, 
British architects are divided into three 
classes: those that subscribe all they can 
to its funds, those that subscribe less than 
they might, and those that do not subscribe 
at all. ‘Those in the first class have nothing 
to fear from their consciences, whether their 
subscriptions be in guineas or in~ shillings. 
May God reward them! 7 

“Among the second are many who will, 
I hope, increase the amount of their sub- 
scription gladly when they realise the urgency 


. of the Society’s need. I expect that my own 


conduct has been typical in ‘this class. I 
received an appeal some years ago, I looked 
through the list of subscribers to see what 
was the conventional subscription for men 
of what I believed to be my standing, and 
I started an annual habit of paying that 
sum without giving the matter a further 
thought. I admit that this course showed 
lack of imagination, since upon an_ archi- 
tect, architects and their dependents have a 
particular claim. But I thought that there 
was no particular need, as, indeed, I went 
ou thinking until I inquired into the Society's 
finance in preparation for this meeting. 

“Gentlemen, there is a particular need 
which we must do our hest to supply. 1 
beg those whose subscription, whether by 
banker’s order or otherwise, has become 
limited by routine to a less sum than they 
can spare, I beg those to go into the matter 
without delay and put it right. . 

“Human nature being what it is, I sup- 
pose that there must be some subscribers 
in this second class who give less than they 
might, because they grudge giving away any 
money at all. Them no words of mine can 
touch, but I hope that they are very few. 
Nor do I believe that there need bé very 
many of these in the enormous band of non- 
subscribing members of the Institute and its 
allied societies that make up the third class. 
It has been computed that there are nine 
such non-subscribers to every subscriber 
whose name appears in the Society’s list. If 
each of them gave half-a-crown our income 
from subscriptions would be more than 
dcubled, and we all must use our wits to 
devise some means of calling their attention 
to the Society’s need. I know that personal 
appeals are tiresome things to make, but they 
are immeasurably more effective than public 
ones, so that I feel justified in asking every- 
one here to lose no opportunity of inducing 
new subscribers to come forward. Sug- 
gestions of other ways in which the number of 
subscribers can he increased will always be 
ont se gai 

shall not tell you now any of the facts 
concerning the work of the Society that you 
ave read in the Council’s Annual Renort 
which it is my duty to present. You will find 
age Teport notes of typical cases in which 
e “4 has heen given, and I know that vou 
sf feel deep svmpathy with the recipients 
of that helo and regret that the money so 
om awarded to such needy and brave peonle 
tg often have to be less than we should 
It'to be. To the outside world it. anpears 
t architects must do very well in times of 
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building activity, but inside the profession we 
know that some architects do very well in 
those times and that others do not profit 
by them at all. Indeed, those times are 
often marked by especial hardship among 
architects whose practice has lain in direc- 
tions from which the main stream of build- 
ing has been sucked by some other torrent of 
speculation, and there has been already this 
year a number of new applications sufficient 
to show that, taking the profession as a whole, 
more help is needed than ever. . 
‘Applications increasing, deficit. increasing 
—that is the distressing situation I have been 
compelled to call to your notice. I am con- 
fident that we are able to do something 
about it, and being able, I am confident that 
we shall. But the need of doing it soon is 
vital, and I have therefore added no other 
matter to my speech this year that could 
weaken its force as a simple, urgent appeal.”’ 


Annual Report. 
' The Council, in submitting their eighty- 
eighth annual report, state :— 

here has been a considerable increase in 
the number of a for assistance in 
1937, and altogether 116 have received hel 
during the year. Of these, 44 were archi- 
tects and architects’ assistants, 61 were 
widows, and 11-orphans. The majority were 
cases which had been helped many times 
previously, but 19 were new applicants. 

The precarious nature of the architectural 
rofession renders its members — specially 
iable to financial disaster, and many of the 
anpeeons ‘which come before the Council 
tell a story, not only of exceptional hardship 
and _ misfortune, but also of courage in the 
struggle to surmount difficulties. Often the 


Society’s helo is sought only when all other: 


possible resources have failed, and when the 
need is desperate. The age of the applicants 
varies from 2 to 92, but most are well over 
70 years of age. 

In conclusion, the Council. appeal for in- 
creased. support to the Benevolent Society, 
and ask those who are already members to 
endeavour to obtain new subscribers. The 
Society never willingly refuses assistance to 
any genuine case, but with so many pressing 
applications and so restricted an income, some 
are bound to go short, and the Society cannot 
give anything like adequate assistance. The 
year’s accounts closed with a deficit, and this 
may mean that grants must be reduced in the 
coming year, unless more subscriptions are 
received.

IN PARLIAMENT 


Rural Housing. _ 

Sm K. Woop moved the second reading of 
the Housing (Rural Workers) Amendment. 
Bill. He said the first Act, introduced in 
1926, was designed to meet the situation in 
country districts of numbers of old cottages 
still sound in structure but lacking improve- 
ments and conveniences which were essential 
to a satisfactory home, and it empowered 
Iocal authorities on certain conditions tw assist 
the owners of such cottages to improve them 
and introduce modern amenities. ue Act 
was continued by the Labour Government. 

Since then there had been a progressive 
increase in the grants made under the Act, 
and this progress encouraged the belief that 
still more could be done. Progress wou!d be 
accelerated by the general desire throughout 
the country for the preservation of country 
cottages of special charm or architectural 
merit. Valuable work could also be done in 
the relief of overcrowding by enlarging cot- 
tages by the addition of extra bedrooms and 
in other ways. _ 

The Raval Housing Sub-Committee and the 
Scottish Housing Advisory Committee had 
made recommendations for improvements in 
the operation and administration of the Act, 
and a number of their recommendations was 
incorporated in the Bill. Clause 1 extended 
the period of operation of the Acts for a 
further four years up to September 30, 1942. 
The date had been chosen to correspond 
with the date by which any alterations in the 
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the Housing (Financial Provisions) Act would 
take effect following the review of Exchequer 
housing subsidies in 1941. It was im t 
that the question of terminating or further 
extending the Act should be considered in 
relation to the whole housing situation in the 
rural areas. The clause automatically ex- 
tended all schemes made under the Act by 
local authorities. Clause 2 gave effect to a 
recommendation made by the sub-committee 
that local authorities should be empowered to 
pay grants by instalments during the progress 
of the works. Clause 3 carried out another 
recommendation of the committee that on a 
breach of the special conditions attaching to 
a grant or voluntary repayment of grant an 
owner should be required to repay not as at 
present the whole amount of the grant with 
compound interest, but an amount. propor- 
tionate to the unexpired portion of the 20- 
year © agers during which the conditions 
applied. It was represented to the com- 
mittee that the liability to repay the whole 
of the grant, with compound interest, was 
one of the principal factors discouragin 

owners of cottages from taking advantage o 

the facilities afforded by the Acts. 


subsidy for agricultural housing Pt we by 


Clause 5 applied. an additional condition to - 


the grant of money, and this was that during 
the period of 20 years during which the grant 
was being given all reasonable steps must be 
taken to secure the maintenance of the dwell- 
ing so that it should be in all respects fit 
for habitation. This condition applied to 
grants made after the Bill became law. A 
local authority would now be in a position to 
require the repayment of the appropriate por- 
tion of the grant if the new condition was not 
complied with. If the owner was not keeping 
his property in .a habitable condition this 
= came into operation and the grant 
ceased, 


Experience gained in administering the Act 
showed that houses of good quality were being 
provided: The average grants had been over 
£80, which meant a minimum average expen- 
diture of over £120; and the expenditure in 
a large number of cases had been much in 
excess. of that on which a grant could be 
claimed. In communicating with the local 
authorities he would ask district councils to 
ascertain themselves cottages which needed re- 
conditioning, and where the owners were un- 
willing to do the work to consider exercis- 
ing their powers to buy the cottages and them- 
selves recondition them. Where the county 
council was the authority, lists of cottages 
gpa. reconditioning could be sent to it. 
He emphasised the opinion of the advisory 
committee that discrimination against owners 
with means was contrary to the intentions of 
the Act, and likely to result in depriving 
tenants of the benefits which Parliament in- 
tended to afford. 


In the debate which followed Sm F. 
FREMANTLE said that there was a danger that 
local authorities, not understandirg their 
responsibilities, might make grants for keep- 
ing alive and reconditiong houses that were 
not worthy to be reconditioned. 

Other members also took this view, but. 
Mr. WEDDERBURN, for the Government, said 
that the Minister intended to issue a circular 
in which advice would be given to local 
authorities on the design of new houses, and 
which would include a section on recondition- 
ing, showing local authorities how to get the 
best results.

LIABILITY FOR PAYMENT OF FEES OF 
QUANTITY SURVEYOR— (continued) . 


In discussing the general law with regard to 
the liability for payment of a quantity sur- 
veyor's fees, it is necessary to draw attention 
to several cases where the existence of a 
custom in regard to this matter, and which 
establishes the general principle, was discussed 
in detail. In an old case, Priestly v. Stone 
(1888), 4 T.L.R. 730, C.A., certain dicta 
were delivered by the judges which left the 
question of the reasonableness of the custom 
about to be mentioned in some doubt. This 
particular case was one in which a contractor 
sued the quantity surveyors for the loss which 
he had sustained under these circumstances : 
The surveyors had been employed by an archi- 


‘tect to take out quantities. The plans were 


subsequently altered, but no adjustment was 
made in the bills of quantities, and as a result 
the contractors suffered. The action failed, 
however, on the ground that there was no 
privity of contract between the quantity sur- 
veyors and the contractor. 


In’ North v Bassett [1892], 1 Q.B. 333, the 
question of usage or custom was fully dis- 
cussed, and this case, therefore, may be 
regarded as a leading case as far as the quan- 
tity surveyor is concerned. A quantity sur- 
veyor (North) was vraag hg by an architect 
to take out quantities for a contemplated 
building. The builder defendant tendered on 
a specification which contained this clause : 
““To provide for copies of quantities and 
plans, twenty-five guineas, to be paid to the 
surveyor out of the first = agwery a = 

endant’s tender was and, i 
— he received the first instalment of the 
price of the contract work from the building 
owner. He refused, however, to pay the 
quantity surveyor, who therefore sued the con- 
tractor for the amount stated. During the 
hearing, evidence was given that there was 
a usage in the building trade to the effect 
that a builder, whose tender was accepted, 
was liable to the quantity surveyor for the 
amount due to him for the preparation of the 
quantities, but, if no tender was accepted, the 
building owner or architect was liable for the 
fees. It was held that the usage was reason- 
able and mgt - the hearing, ee, é 

eed with the decision in a previo ‘ 
(Young ». Smith (1880), H.B.C., 4th Ed. 
Vol. Il, 70), to the effect that where a quan- 
tity surveyor is employed by an architect 
(acting within the scope of his authority) the 
result of such employment is that there is not 
a contract set up by the building owner to 
pay the quantity surveyor direct in any case, 
but that the quantity surveyor is to be paid 
in the first instance by the builder where the 
tender is ted. In this case (Young v. 
Smith), Field, J., said: ‘‘ What is the con- 
tract made with the quantity surveyor?... 
The contract is not a contract for payment ; 
it is a contract that ‘I will go on ly 
in course to obtain a contractor who, by his 
contract, shall not only contract that he will 
[build the house], but shall also enter into 
an implied contract with you (the quantity 
surveyor) that if I will add to the sum men- 
tioned in the contract the sum due to him, 
he (the builder) will pay you.’ That is the 
pads woke contract; therefore, if things take 
their ordinary course, that contract will be. 
completed by the course of conduct.” And 
Smith (A.L.), J., in the North v. Bassett case 
said: ‘‘ Over and. over again have I seen 
this notorious usage proved; the builder pays 
the quantity surveyor and puts the amount 
of the fees wpon the amount of the tender. 
(See also Campbell and Son v. Blyton (1893), 
2 H.B.C., 4th Ed., 234.) Q 

Here, then, is judicial recognition given to 
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the prevailing usage of quantity surveyors 
being paid in the first instance by the con- 
tractor, a usage which apparently does not 
extend to Ireland or Scotland, but which, as 
we have seen, is embodied as a term in most 
building and engineering contracts, as, for 
instance, in Clause 11 (A) of the 1931 Form of 
Building Contract. The quantity surveyor 
looks to the contractor for the payment of 
his fees. It is obvious that if the matter takes 
the usual course—that is, the contractor 
receives in his first (or other) certificate the 
fees due to the quantity surveyor and pays 
them over to him, the procedure merits fitéle 
cricitism, though one may suggest that the 
more dignified procedure is for the quantity 
surveyor to be paid direct by the employer, as 
provided for in the alternative Clause 11 (B) 
of the 1931 Form of Building Contract. In 
the 1931 Form of Building Contract 
(Clause 11 (A)), it is provided that, in default 
of the contractor reimbursing the quantity 
surveyor out. of the amount covered by the 
first certificate of the architect, the employer 
may pay the-said fees, upon a certificate of 
the architect, deducting the amount paid from 
any amounts due to the contractor from him. 
But it must be noticed that there is no 
liability cast wpon him to pay directly in case 
of the contractor’s default. He may do s0 
if he so wishes. Where a contract contains 
such a _ condition as that included in 
Clause 11 (A) of the 1931 Form of Building 
contract, and the contractor does not pay 
nor does the employer do so, then it is open 
to the quantity surveyor to sue the contractor 
for the amount of his fees erther by an action 
for the recovery of ‘‘money had and 
received ” to his (the plaintiff’s) use, or he 
may sue upon a conditional contract—that is, 
the contract under which it was arranged 
that the expenses for taking out the quantities 
should be paid by the contractor. It need 
only be mentioned, however, that in the case 
of the contractor having received ‘the money, 
and becoming bankrupt, then the quantity 
surveyor would be left in the position of 
having to claim for his fees as an ordinary 
creditor. This position seems to suggest a 
further reason for the assertion already made, 
that the interests of the quantity surveyor 
would be hest served by the use of a 
form of contract under which his fees are paid 
directly by the employer, as is provided for 
by Clause 11 (B) of the 1931 Form of Building 
Contract. 


It should be noted that where there is no 
condition inserted in a building or engineer- 
ing contract similar to that discussed above. 
and there is no express agreement between 
the contractor and the quantity surveyor with 
regard to the latter’s fees, the quantity sur- 
veyor does not appear to have a claim against 
the contractor unless the employer has paid 
the sum which represents them (and as pro- 
vided in the bills of quantities) to the con- 
tractor in the manner stated. 


In a Scottish case (Beattie v. Gilroy (1882), 
10 Ct. of Sess. (4th Series), 226), there was a 
building contract where an account for extras 


- ‘was presented after the contract work was 


completed. A surveyor was called in to 
measure up the work done and, according to 
the usual practice, his fee was included in the 
contractor’s account. It was held that the 
surveyor was employed in the interests of the 
employer, and that the fee was included in 
the contractor’s account for convenience; and 
that no action for payment of the surveyor 's 
fees would lie against the contractor at the 
instance of the surveyor, the employer being 
liable ‘to pay those fees, if not through the 
contractor, then to the surveyor himself. 


Lithographers’ Charges. 

It is the usual custom for the quantity sur- 
veyor to have lithographed copies of the bills 
of quantities which are required for the pur- 
pose of obtaining tenders. It has been held 
that if a quantity surveyor employs his own 
lithographer for this purpose it would be 
illegal for him to receive any commission from 
the lithographer, but he can retain a discount 
for cash as distinguished from trade discounts 
(see London School Board v. Northcroft 
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(1889), 2 H.B.C., 4th Ed., 147), Ig jg

Housing Centre, 13, Suffolk-street London

The exhibition, which is being held yw; 
the co-operation of the National ‘Book Gat 
cil, shows over 1,500 volumes, and ig gy 
ported by over 80 publishing firms, Among 
the many — features of the exhibition jj 
a section of a model town, designed by Mr. 
R. Hardy-Syms, F.S.I1., MT.PL, and made 
for the Association by Paul and Marjorie 
Abbatt. This model ‘is not to scale, bui 
illustrates certain town lanning principles 
aw that a town should be surrounded 

y an open belt of country, permanently pre 
served for agriculture and recreation, that the 
town itself should ‘be zoned for industry and 
residence, and that houses and factories 
should be within walking distance of one an- 
other, while the whole town should combine 
the amenities both of town and country. The 
exhibition continues until May 21, and is 
open to the public free. 

Mr. F. J. Osborn, the Hon. Secretary of 
the Association, who presided, said that tas 
was no more important subject facing us in 
national life to-day than the application of 
the idea of planning to the shape and dis 
tribution of our towns. There was general 
agreement that the great towns were too 
large and that the spoliation of our country 
was a disaster. 


Sir Raymond Unwin said the garden city 
was the right solution, because it could give 
more and better life. We should not win 
youth for the new order so long as we cor- 
tinued to harbour a lurking belief in that pre- 
posterous theory, on which the chaos and dis- 
order of the old was based—namely, that 
man’s proper guide to right activities and 
the measure of their value was whether they 
would yield money profit, and how much. 
Without waiting for a complete transforma 
tion of society, the garden city could and 
must be adopted as an important change 
within the existing order. 

Sir Theodore Chambers said that whereas 
in the ordinary congested cities of this country 
79 children out of every 1,000 died witha 
one year of birth, in the two garden cities 
that figure had been reduced to 29. “ That i 
a simple single instance,”’ declared Sir Theo- 
dore, ‘‘ of the thousands of benefits derived 
by the community from life in a properly 
planned town.’? There was universal accept- 
ance of the principles of planning advocatt 
by the Association, and the Garden Cities 
and Town Planning Association had accom- 

lished one of the greatest pieces of work 
in the world. 

Mr. Cecil Harmsworth said that one of the 
reasons for the apparent slow proge was 
the lack of opposition; he hoped that be 
the Royal Commission published its rep? 
it would not be pigeon-holed and _ {or 


gotten. If one man, Howard, could build two 


garden cities, surely Parliament and 
great municipalities could build as many ® 
the solution required.

Hardwood Table-Tops. 
[Answer To ‘L. H. E.,” Aprit 29.) 


Sm,—There are two or three methods for 
fixing a table-top, as also there are for mak- 
ing Joints: A good job can be made by 
tongueing and grooving and also by dowelling, 
but the best joints are the ‘‘ slot screw ’’ type, 
although they probably take more trouble to 
make. In all cases, however, good glueing is 
necessary. 

.I do not know how the joints are to be made 
good if they have opened, but if they can be 
made afresh, then I give the following methods 
for fixing to the frame to allow for contraction 
or expansion of the top. If possible, put a 
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METAL PLATE WITH 
ELONGATED HOLE. 


groove on the inside of the rails, about $ in. 
down from the top edge and then prepare 
wooden buttons to fit into the. groove and 
screw to the underside of the top. They will 
keep the top down, but will allow for an 
contraction or expansion. As the top is 
already made, instead of a groove, a }-in. fillet 
could be screwed on to the inside top edge of 
the rail and buttoned in the same way. 
Another method is to use metal plates 
about 2 in. long and 1} in. wide with two 
screw holes at one end to screw to the top 
edge of the rail. At the other end of the 
plates make elongated holes so that the screws 
may be fixed into the table-top and allow for 
contraction and expansion. 
_ A method often used is to bore some holes 
in an oblique direction from the inside of the 
rail, so that the hole appears on the top edge 
of the rail near the face side, and then secure 
through the rails into the underside of the top. 
The holes should be bored nearly the size of a 
screw-head diameter to allow for the top 
movement as before-mentioned. J. H. T.

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Hydrated Lime. 
[Answer To ‘‘ Querist,’”’ Apri 1.] 


Sm,—I have been interested to read in 
your issues of April 1 and 8, on the subject 
of hydrated lime, that some plasterers com- 
plain that this material sets too rapidly. 
Generally speaking, hydrated lime that is 
used for plastering purposes is a fat or non- 
hydraulic lime, and has little, if any, setting 
properties, relying on the absorption of 
carbon-dioxide for hardening; therefore it is 
a common practice to gauge with a hard-wall 
plaster. I fail to see, therefore, how your 
correspondents can justify their statement 
that it sets too quickly. Their experience 
may possibly be due to the fact that the 
hydrated lime has been gauged with other 
shad a hemi-hydrate glue-retarded plaster, 
which latter is specially produced by certain 
plaster manufacturers for use with lime. 
““G. W. H.” refers to a better plan—to bin 
and slake. Hydrated limes which are sold 
by reputable manufacturers are already 
scientifically slaked, and they need only the 
addition of water to make a suitable lime 
putty for plastering. F. P.

These are usually supplied with a screw cap 
soldered on for cleaning purposes, and can be 
obtained in sizes from jin. up to 4in. ih 
diameter, and are sold in two weights to 
each size. It is sometimes advisable to use 
a trap with a longer ‘‘tail,’’ to avoid the 
necessity of wiping in a short length of pipe 
to connect to branch waste.

Water Waste Preventers. _ 


There are many types of water waste pre- 
venters; those used in the Metropolitan 
Water Board area are required to be stamped 
by them. The most useful type is the alee 
less waste preventer, as, if a cistern is used 
that has valves in its flushing gear, it is 
likely to be continually getting out of order. 
A cheap and quite good type of the valveless 
cistern is the “‘ Burlington” pattern, which 
is in fairly general use. It consists of a bell 
or dome which, when lifted, sets up syphonic 
action and causes the flush. There are many 
similar makes and patterns, and the only real 
objection to them is that they are somewhat 
noisy in use and have rather a heavy pull, 
otherwise they can be recommended. Waste 
povrenting cisterns can be rendered less noisy 

y fixing a short length of pipe inside the 
waste preventer so that the water from the 
ball valve discharges at the bottom of the 
cistern and not at the top, thus obviating the 
noise caused by the water running in. ere 
are various ‘patterns of what are called 
“silent ’’ waste preventers. These sometimes 
consist of some arrangement of valves which 
sooner or later get out of order.

These prices are for waste preventers with 
a good head of water above and fitted with 
on ball valves; but if a low-pres- 
sure ball valve is used (suitable for positions 
where the head of water is not great) the 
cost would be about 6d. each extra. 
The cheapest flushing pipes are the gal- 
vanised steel .rustless ones, which are bent 
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and jointed in the centre, and which cost 
about 3s. each. They have to be connected 
to the water waste preventer and the w.c. 
pan with a ares cone joint. The cost of 
w.c. pans will depend upon the type of fitting 
selected—whether they are earthenware or 
fireclay, whether they are white inside and 
out. They must be glazed on all surfaces, 
including the flushing rim. The prices vary 
from 15s. to £5 each. 


It is customary nowadays to fix the w.c. - 


seat to a lug on the w.c. pan, with a couple 
of nickel-plated bolts, and the seat should be 
hinged with side hinges.

Water Services; Comparative Costs of Lead 
and Copper Piping. 

The high prices of lead pipe, which have 
now been ruling for some time, have caused 
many builders to consider the advisability of 
using solid drawn copper tubes in lieu of lead 
pipes, with a view to effecting a saving in 
cost. Under certain circumstances it is prob- 
able that the use of copper pipes may prove 
to be more advantageous than the use of lead. 
It is claimed that the copper pipes supplied 
are ductile and can be easily bent in a 
machine, if required, to suit the particular 
work. The joints between the various 
lengths of copper tubing are made with 
special screwed connector fittings, and tees for 
branch connections. The cost of copper tub- 
ing is certainly less than lead pipe, but the 
brass screwed connections necessary to join 
the different pieces of copper piping are an 
expense for which allowance must be made 
in the calculations. 


Given hereunder are the comparative prices 
of lead and copper piping, which will be sub- 
ject to the usual fluctuations of the market. 
The price of lead pipes will depend in a 
measure upon whatever weight or thickness 
of the lead may be specified, and for the pur- 
pose of this example a medium pipe has been 
taken :—

Lead pipes of smaller bores are usually 
supplied in coils 60 ft. in length. Copper 
pipes are usually supplied in random lengths 
of from 15 to 18ft., or to a specified length, 
and the connections between the pipes are 
made with special screwed fittings as men- 
tioned above; the cost of such fittings should 
be added to the cost of the pipe. 

It is difficult to convey a fair idea of the 
relative costs of lead and copper pipes from 
the figures mentioned above, as the total cost 
of the copper pipe and joints will depend 
upon the number of special fittings needed 
to suit a particular piece of work. Whe fol- 
lowing is an example taken from an actual 
job, showing the number and cost of fittings 
required for copper piping, compared with 
lead pipes, which would be connected with 
soldered joints in the usual way :—

tt will be seen from the example given that 
in this instance copper ‘pipes and_ fittings 
work out slightly more expensive than lead 
pipes. The cost of labour required to fix 
and connect both lead and copper pipes was 
on this particular job considered to be about 
equal. Bach costs would probably differ on 
each job, as a building requiring a number 
of short pipes and connectors might cost much 
more than the figures stated above, and the 

labour costs would be different. ; 
Where special screwed fittings are required 
in connection with running a water service, 
any slight mistake in ordering the materials, 
or a slight alteration during the progress of 
the work, may delay the job until the re- 
quired fitting is obtained. The possibility of 
delay from any such cause may preclude the 
use of copper piping for urgent jobs. The 
weights of lend pipes stated are those required 
by the Metropolitan Water Board.

Kine’s Bencu Division. 
Berore Mr. Justice Lewis. 


CLAIM BY ENGINEER AGAINST BUILDING 
OWNER AND ARCHITECT. 


Darvill v. Chandler and Another. 

In this case Mr. Henry Darvill, trading as 
H. Darvill and Co., plumbing and _ heating 
engineers, First-avenue, Bush Hill Park, 
Enfield, Middlesex, claimed to recover from 
Mrs. Gladys Chandler, Loudon-road, St. 
John’s Wood, London, N.W., and Mr. D. 
Jennings Cox, an architect, of Victoria-street, 
$.W., £136 10s. as the balance due to him 
for work done and materials supplied in con- 
nection with an installation of central heat- 
ing and a hot water installation at a house 
Be cadon-scad. St. John’s Wood. The plain- 
tive claimed the amount he sued for against 
Mrs. Chandler as the building owner, and, in 
the alternative, against the defendant, Mr. 
Cox, as the latter’s architect and agent to 
contract on her behalf. 

The defence was that the contract for the 
installation was not made with Mrs. Chandler 
or Mr. Cox, but with the builder of the house, 
who had since gone into liquidation. In these 
circumstances the defendants denied liability. 

Mr. Norman Parkes, for the plaintiff, said 
that in June, 1936, Mrs. Chandler was havin 
a house built in Loudon-road and employe 
the defendant, Mr. Cox, as her architect. The 
plaintiff saw the house and wrote suggesting 
that he should instal a central heating and hot 
water apparatus. After interviews with Mr. 
Cox estimates were submitted, and, finally, 
the price of £253 was given. On July 16, 
1936, Mr. Cox wrote saying he had instructed 
the builder to accept that price, subject to 
5 per cent. discount. He asked that the work 
should be put in hand at once. Previously 
Mr. Cox had induced. the plaintiff to give a 
discount of 5 per cent. on the footing that 
£253 was a considerable increase on the 
amount which it had heen anticipated the 
hot water system would cost, and that the 
discount would somewhat reduce the charge 
to the building owner. 

Counsel, proceeding, said the evidence 
would be that it was not correct that the 
builder had been instructed to accept the 
plaintiff’s estimate, and that at no time was 
there any contractual relationship between 
the plaintiff and the builder. The plaintiff, 
not having received any communication from 
the builder, communicated with Mr. Cox, who 
said he was dealing with the job himself and 
asked the plaintiff to get on with it as fast 
as he could. The plaintiff then got on with 

the work, and additional work worth £3 10s. 
Subsequently, Mr. Cox asked the builder to 
pay to the plaintiff two cheques out of the 
money the builder received in respect of work 
done. The-builder got into financial difficul- 
ties at the end of 1936, and it was after that 
that the plaintiff received the first intimation 
that Mr. Cox was treating the builder and not 
Mrs. Chandler as the principal in the matter 
of the heating apparatus. 


The learned counsel submitted that the 
Case raised a simple question of fact, viz., 
was there or was there not a contract between 
the plaintiff and Mrs. Chandler as a result 
of an oral communication with her architect? 
,After hearing the evidence his lordship de- 
cided. that it established that Me. Cox had 
made himself personally liable to the plaintiff 
and gave judgment for the plaintiff as against 
Mr. Cox for the amount of the claim, with 
costs, and he gave judgment for Mrs. 
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Chandler as against the plaintiff without. any 
order as to costs.

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PAYMENT FOR “WET TIME ” 


The question of ‘‘ Wet Time’”’ was recently 
submitted to a ballot vote of the unions. The 
members accepted the scheme by a majority 
of over 30,000, and the next procedure is that 
formal application will be made to the 
Minister of Labour for him to grant a supple- 
mentary scheme under the main Unemploy- 
ment. Insurance Act of 1935. The Minister 
will then take the necessary steps, having 
been assured of the agreement of both sides 
of the industry that they are prepared to 
accept the ‘‘ Wet Time’”’ scheme. 

As reported in our last issue, under the 
scheme craftsmen will contribute 6d. a week, 
labourers 44d., and juniors 24d. Employers 
will in each case contribute a corresponding 
amount. It is stated that these contributions 
are estimated to provide a fund of £2,000,000 
a year, from which payment of 50 per cent. 
wages lost through bad weather will be made. 
The rates of benefit will be 9d. per hour for 
craftsmen, 74d. for labourers, and 4d. for 
juniors. To accumulate the necessary fund, 
benefits will not be payable for 12 months.
